Fortunes In "Darkest Africa." 


Now that Stanley has returned to Eu- 


rope the sale of his book may be said to 
have practically ended. 
Most of the 


subscription 
agents have finished up 


their work and a survey can be made of 
the results. I learn that it has been one 
of the most successful ventures ever un- 
dertaken, It was thought that the book 
was not making much of a hit, but this 
only shows how quietly success was 
achieved. Some particulars of this sale 
will be interesting. 


The Scribners paid Stanley $50,000 in 


cash before a line was written. They 
recently settled the account to date by 
paying Mm another$50,000, representing 
a sale of 100,000 copies, as their contract 
required them to pay him fifty cents on 
each copy sold in addition to the first 
|50,000. 
The book sold from various 


prices, from $7.50 to $13, but it has been 
averaged at $8.50, so that the house re 
ceives, in gross, $850,000 from the enter- 
prise. 


After paying Stanley his $100,000 and 


the large commissions to canvassers, 
averaging about CO per cent, on the re- 
tail price, there remains a net profit to 
the firm of at least $150,000.—New York 
Cor. Washington Star. 


Coining a lot of Dime*. 


Director of the Mint Leech said in re- 


sponse to a question: "Yes, there is ap- 
parently a great scarcity of dimes, judg- 
ing from the requests for them now 
coming to the treasury. I do not know 
what the cause of the scarcity is; but the 
fact that the requests for them are from 
large cities, and especially from New 
York, would tend to confirm the sug- 
gestion that the scarcity is largely due 
to the new dime pocket savings bank 
which has recently been introduced. 
Apparently large quantities of dimes are 
being taken out of circulation and locked 
up in those boxes. I have ordered large 
quantities to be coined to meet the de- 
mand. 


"Last month $160,000 worth was coined 


at the Philadelphia mint, and $80,000 
worth more is being coined there now, 
while $30,000 worth is being coined in 
the San Francisco mint 
There was an 


unusual demand for dimes last October, 
the cause of which I do not know. In 
all we coined last year $1,133,000 worth. 
—Washington Cor. Boston Herald. 


The Boston Tea Party. 


Andrew Walker, of Kennebnnk, Me., 


now eighty-two years old, thinks he 
may be the last person living who has 
talked with a man who took an active 
part in the famous "Boston Tea Party of 
1773." This man's name was Jonathan 
Mitchell, and at the time of the revolu- 
tion he was employed on a coasting ves- 
sel between Kennebunk and Boston, and 
happened to be in Boston on the evening 
of Dec. 16,1773, The old man evidently 
was not an American patriot, for he 
said: "It was too bad to seo so much 
good tea thrown overboard, so I thought 
I would save a little. 
Taking a boat, 1 


went to the side of one of the ships 
where men were throwing the tea into 
the water and endeavored to put some in 
the boat, but the scoundrel saw me and 
tried to drown me, and 1 was glad to 
get back to the coaster again alive. 
Mitchell died in 1840, aged ninety-five 
venrs.—Exchange

Nineteen Peraoni Killed 
«nd Their 


Bodies Burned.

BAVBNNA, Jnly 3.—Nineteen people were 


killed and twelve injured »t an early bonr 
tbis morning in the most frightful railroad 
ueoidout of the present year. At 3 o'clock 
the eajUbonnd express on the Erie road 
WUB lying at the station while some re- 
I airs were being made. Flagman Boyutou 
WHS sent btt.-k with lamps to ward off »ny 
possible danger from the rear. Suddenly; 
without warning, tbe headlight of a locu- 
motive flushed around the curve, and a fast 
stuck train dashed down the steep grad* 
from the west, crushing into the rear of the 
uasaenger train staudioR quietly at tbe 
•lepot. There .Was .some dreadful mistake 
and nineteen human lives were crushed out 
iu a moment aud twelve persoos maimed 
and injured. 


Thtt pasnenger train wns about ten min- 


utes late at the time of the accident. 
It 


lny on the main track just at iho boltom 
of a steep grade and though tbe men kn*w 
they were followed by a fai>t freight, no 
one neerued to think tbe freight WBH at 
•heir very heels, and once ou the dowo

,uere and there, tiny tongues of flami- 
sprung up from tbe crevices of the wrick- 
age. Fire had added to the horrors ol 
the wreck, and flght as they would, the 
rescuers could not drive the flames back 
from the writhiug victims who shrieked 
aud implored in vain for help that wat 
wilting enough bat w»s far too weak to 
t a r aside tbe iron and timbers before the 
wreck aud flames bud done their worst 
I'Usre were very few injured who did not 
die, and very few dead who were not bruised 
mid blackened and burned beyond recog- 
nition.
